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3 killed in 
separate 
vehicle 
crashes

Separate crashes in Magoffin, 
Boyd and Floyd counties claimed 
the lives of three people. 

Rodney Humphrey, 31, of Saly- 
ersville, died as a result of a single- 
vehicle accident on Ky. 114 in 
Magoffin County at approximately 
4:58 a.m. Monday morning. 

According to a press release by 
Kentucky State Police, Humphrey 
was traveling east on Ky. 114 when 
he apparently lost control of his 
vehicle. After exiting the right side 
of the roadway, the vehicle went 
into a ditch and overturned, the KSP 
said. 

Humphrey was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Magoffin County 
Deputy Coroner Brian Parker. 

The crash is under investigation 
by KSP trooper Jimmy Stratton. 

Two people died in separate col- 
lisions last Tuesday, Feb. 12. 

Carrie Francis Kirk, 54, of Bur- 
naugh in Catlettsburg, who had ties 
to Lawrence County, was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene of a Boyd 
County crash last Tuesday morning. 

Kirk was driving a white Chev- 
rolet Cavalier and apparently pulled 
out of the BP at Burnaugh in front of

Ex-doctor’s 
sentencing 
delayed again

PIKEVILLE — A former Paints- 
ville doctor who pleaded guilty to a 
federal drug charge will have to wait 
until June to learn his punishment. 

Richard Albert was scheduled to be 
sentenced today (Wednesday) in U.S. 
District Court, but Judge Amul R. 
Thapar delayed the proceedings Fri- 
day for the fourth time on a request by 
federal prosecutors. 

Like he did previously, Assistant

Johnson Co. native awarded 
Silver Star for ‘gallantry action’

LOUISVILLE — Johnson County native Shan- 
non Ison was awarded the Silver Star by Major 
General Edward Tonini, adjutant general of Ken- 
tucky, during a ceremony at the Galt House in Lou- 
isville earlier this month. 

First Lieutenant Shannon D. Ison of the 206th 
Engineer Battalion received the honor for gallantry 
action on Aug. 16, 2008, during combat operations 
against an armed enemy of the U.S. As platoon 
leader of Company A in the 206th Engineer Battalion 
in support of Operation Enduring Freedom, Ison was 
responding to a vehicle that had struck an impro- 
vised explosive device while enemy fire was impact- 
ing the burning vehicle and around his own, he left 
the safety of his cover and ran to pull the wounded 
from the destroyed truck. 

“While he was moving the wounded under ene- 
my small arms fire, a rocket propelled grenade 
landed near the soldiers further wounding one of 
them and Ison applied medical care to the injured 
man and then led his platoon in firing on the enemy 



positions,” the official citation says. “Without the 
courageous acts for First Lt. Ison, several lives 
would have been lost. First Lt. Ison’s distinctive 
accomplishments are in keeping with the finest tradi- 
tions of military service and reflect great credit upon 
himself,” the citation also said. 

A resolution regarding Ison’s valor and adopted 
by the Senate said the honor is the third-highest 
honor and identified him as one of four people out of 
more than 15,000 troops to receive the award. 

The resolution also says that Ison “was awarded 
the Silver Star by President Barack Obama for gal- 
lantry during combat operations against an enemy of 
the United States while deployed in Afghanistan and 
on Aug. 16, 2008, in a selfless effort to save the lives 
of his comrades, Ison braved enemy fire to aid four 
soldiers who were trapped in a burning vehicle.” 

“While dragging them back to safety a rocket 
propelled grenade exploded injuring another soldier 
to whom Ison provided aid before leading his men 
back into battle.” 

The resolution said that Tonini presented Ison

PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
County woman is in critical condi- 
tion after being shot near her right 
shoulder last Thursday, and the man 
who allegedly assaulted her is in 
jail. 

Jeffery Irvine, 43, of Paintsville, 
is charged with first-degree assault 
and is being held at the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center in John- 
son County. 

According to a press release by 
the Kentucky State Police, informa- 
tion obtained at the scene indicates 
that Irvine allegedly fired a weapon 
through the window into a residence 
and struck a female who was inside. 

The shooting reportedly took 
place at Pine view Trailer Park on Rt. 
321 in Paintsville. 

The victim was transported to St. 
Mary’s Medical Center for treat- 
ment of her injuries. 

KSP Post 9 reportedly received a 
call from Paintsville/Johnson Coun- 
ty 911 requesting assistance with a 
shooting complaint in Paintsville, 
and KSP trooper Michael Haney and 
KSP Det. William Petry responded 
to the scene. 

The name of the victim was not 
released. As of Tuesday afternoon, 
KSP public information officer 
Shaun Little said she remained in 
critical condition.

Bill would expand scholarships 



FRANKFORT -A bill 
approved last Thursday by the 
House Education Committee 
would create a scholarship and 
grant program to help college 
juniors and seniors from Ken- 
tucky’s coal counties attain four- 
year college degrees. 

House Bill 210, introduced 
and sponsored by Rep. Leslie 
Combs, D-Pikeville, would offer 
scholarships to students from the 
state’s 34 coal-producing coun- 
ties in Eastern and Western Ken- 
tucky who attend school in those 
counties through the Kentucky 
Coal County College Comple- 
tion Program to be established by 
the bill. The aid would be funded 



with coal severance tax dollars 
that Combs has said could begin 
in the 2014-2016 state budget 
cycle. 

Nine Eastern Kentucky coal 
counties — including Johnson, 
Floyd and Martin — currently 
offer scholarships to local stu- 
dents who attend a college or 
university in those counties 
under an executive order signed 
last year by the governor. HB 
210 would make that program 
statutory, while expanding it to 
the other 25 coal-producing 
counties in Kentucky. 

Maximum scholarship awards 
under HB 210 would be $6,600 
per academic year per student at 



nonprofit, independent institu- 
tions, $2,200 per year per student 
at state university extension cam- 
puses or eligible regional centers, 
and $3 ,300 per year for students 
seeking a degree at a school out- 
side the region, if the degree 
program is not offered in the 
region. 

Grants totaling up to $ 150,000 
would also be created by HB 
210. The grants would go to 
community and technical colleg- 
es located in the coal regions for 
outreach to two-year students 
who may be considering four- 
year degrees. 

HB 210 now returns to the 
full House for consideration.

According to a press 
release issued by the Ken- 
tucky State Police, Penning- 
ton was operating a 1977 Cor- 
vette and was attempting to 
enter the southbound lane of 
U.S. 23 when he apparently 
lost control of his vehicle, 
which came to rest in the right 
southbound lane of U.S. 23 
facing northbound. 

Edward Carter was operat- 
ing a Freightliner tractor that 
was traveling south on U.S. 
23 and struck Pennington’s 
vehicle, the release said. 

It was reported by a local 
television station that crews 
used a crane to move oil tanks 
away from the scene so they 
could lift the 18- wheeler off 
the Corvette. 

The road was also closed 
for several hours as crews 
worked to clear the scene. 

Pennington was a retired 
professional boxer and owned 
a boxing gym in Pike County. 

The accident is under 
investigation by Kentucky 
State Police trooper Bryan 
Layne.

U.S. Attorney Roger W. West 
said in a motion that Albert 
“continues in his efforts to 
comply with the Sealed Sup- 
plement to his Plea Agree- 
ment” and that those efforts 
have been successful but not 
complete. He asked for an 
additional 90 days, saying that 
time period “should ensure 
nearly full compliance.” 

Thapar continued Albert’s 
sentence to June 5 in federal 
court at Pikeville. 

Albert was indicted on fed- 
eral charges in July 2011 and 



initially pleaded not guilty. 
The indictment alleged that 
the doctor conspired to ille- 
gally distribute and dispense 
controlled substances from 
Jan. 1,2008, to Feb. 16,2011, 
when Albert’s office was raid- 
ed. 

The indictment also 
included a forfeiture allega- 
tion that Albert “used and 
intended to use” $539,682.95 
to “commit and to facilitate 
the commission of the said 
controlled substance viola- 
tions.” The money “consti- 
tutes proceeds obtained direct- 
ly and indirectly as a result of 



the commission” of the viola- 
tions, the indictment said. 

Albert pleaded guilty in 
December 2011 as part of a 
plea agreement and has since 
surrendered his medical 
license. His initial sentencing 
was set for April but was con- 
tinued indefinitely pending a 
mental examination. The con- 
tinuance was later extended 
on requests by federal prose- 
cutors. 

Albert apologized for his 
actions in a letter to the judge 
in June in which he asked for 
leniency, saying that greed 
“got the best of me.”

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6 ways to 
speed up an 
old pokey 
computer

You can drink four cups 
of coffee and a shower in 
the time it takes your com- 
puter to start. When it 
finally does boot, trying to 
get anything done feels 
like you’re moving through 
molasses. 

It ran so snappy when 
you bought it. Now you 
just want to toss it in the 
dumper and head for the 
nearest electronics store. 

Try these tricks to speed 
up your machine first. Your 
wallet will thank you! 

1 . Free up and optimize 
hard disk space 

A hard drive that’s 
nearly full will slow down 
your computer. First, get 
rid of temporary Internet 
and Windows files with the 
free program CCleaner. 

Then, in Start»Control 
Panel, run Disk Defrag- 
menter (Optimize Drives 
in Windows 8) to consoli- 
date fragmented files and 
folders and speed up read- 
ing and writing to the disk. 
Also run the Error Check- 
ing utility, which scans the 
drive for bad sectors and 
file system errors. 

If you’re still close to 
your hard drive’s storage 
limit, consider moving 
your photo, video or music 
library to an external drive. 
Use a free disk- visualizing 
program such as WinD- 
irStat to see what other 
applications and files are 
taking up the most space. 

Two more free pro- 
grams help. Grab Revo 
Uninstaller to thoroughly 
remove any programs you 
don’t use anymore. Zap 
trial software and other 
unwanted bloatware with 
PC Decrapifier. 

2. Speed up your start- 
up 

If you can afford it, 
installing a solid-state hard 
drive will make your older 
PC like new again. 

SSDs boot up and 
launch apps in a flash com- 
pared to conventional 
HDDs. You can install one 
in a second storage bay. If 
you can live without an 
optical DVD/CD drive, 
that can be removed and 
replaced with an SSD, too. 
Of course, it will set you 
back a bit. A 128GB drive 
costs about $120. 

Before you do that, it’s 
a good idea to check 
whether you have too 
many programs that start 
automatically when you 
turn on your computer. 
These take away resources 
that your computer needs 
during startup. 

Autoruns is a freebie 
that can help reduce the 
load. It finds and disables 
programs that start auto- 
matically so they don’t 
slow you down. But it 
won’t stop those important 
startup processes you need, 
like security software. 

Cleaning up your regis- 
try with CCleaner can trim 
your startup time, too. 
Don’t stray too far from the 
program’s default settings, 
though, or you can damage 
programs and Windows. 

3 . Increase your RAM 

If you only have 1 or 

2GB of RAM and do a lot 
of multitasking, upping 
your RAM to 4GB is a 
sensible upgrade. 

When programs and 
files in current use fill up 
your available RAM, the 
computer processor has to 
read data from the much 
slower hard disk.

Medicaid breaks into three organizations

Just over a year ago, Ken- 
tucky began a statewide Med- 
icaid managed care program 
under which three private 
organizations provide health 
coverage for approximately 
560,000 Medicaid patients. 
Because of a significant bud- 
get shortfall in the Medicaid 
program, the state moved 
quickly to implement the pro- 
gram through the managed 
care organizations, known as 
MCOs. 

The program was intended 
to help the state save money 
while ensuring patients 
receive the quality care they 
need. Kentucky’s hospitals, as 
essential care providers for 
Kentuckians in every region, 
have been on the front lines as 
this new system has been 
implemented. Our primary 
interest, of course, is patient 
care, and we also contribute to 
the economic well being of 
communities throughout the 
state. 

Our concern, however, is 
that patient health, hospitals 
and the communities they 
serve are threatened by a 
number of serious problems 
that have emerged in the 
months since the statewide 
Medicaid managed care sys- 
tem took effect. 

Hospitals’ close monitor- 
ing of the new system has 
documented the following 
significant issues: 

• Medicaid patients are 
being inappropriately denied 
coverage for emergency care, 
inpatient psychiatric care and 
other critical behavioral health 
services. 

• Patients are being 
referred to outpatient services 
that do not exist in their areas 
by out-of-state MCO review- 
ers who know little about 
available resources in Ken- 



tucky. 

• Hospitals are being 
denied payment for emergen- 
cy room services as MCOs 
second-guess physicians and 
their treatment choices for 
patients. 

• Provider networks are 
inadequate. Contract cancella- 
tions by MCOs with multiple 
hospitals have left patients in 
large parts of the state, partic- 
ularly in Eastern Kentucky, 
without ready access to such 
critical services as maternity 
care, radiation therapy and 
adult and child psychiatric 
care. Patients and their fami- 
lies are forced to travel hours 
from home to receive care. 

• MCOs frequently are not 
paying hospitals on time as 
required by state law - with 
payments taking more than a 
year in some cases — placing a 
significant financial strain on 
hospitals and forcing some to 
lay off employees. 

• The state Medicaid 
Department has taken no sig- 
nificant action to enforce its 
contracts with MCOs to 
address these issues, leaving 
Kentucky Medicaid patients 
and health providers to fend 
for themselves. 

Kentucky hospitals are not 
the only source of documenta- 
tion of these problems. A 
report by the nationally 
respected Urban Institute vali- 
dated many of the same con- 
cerns. Among the issues cited 
in the November 2012 report: 

• Changing provider net- 
works 

• Patients having difficulty 
maintaining continuity of 
needed prescription medica- 
tions 

• Administrative difficul- 
ties that include authorization 
delays and claim denials 

• The fact that the state’s 
oversight of Medicaid man- 
aged care is “still developing”

services and lower costs, but 
not if patients are struggling 
to gain access to needed care 
and providers are fighting to 
be paid for the care they have 
given patients. 

Action is needed to address 
the problems that patients and 
hospitals are experiencing 
with Medicaid managed care 
and to make the system work 
properly. And with the possi- 
bility that Medicaid will be 
expanded in Kentucky to 
include an additional 350,000 
people, it is critical that these 
issues be addressed right 
away to avoid even greater 
problems in the future. 

State laws must be 
strengthened to ensure the 
Medicaid managed care sys- 
tem works for the benefit of 
patients, providers and tax- 
payers. 

In addition, although man- 
aged care organizations essen- 
tially operate like private 
insurance companies, they are 
not subject to the same con- 
sumer protections that state 
law applies to private insur- 
ers. Strengthening consumer 
protections for Medicaid 
patients will ensure the orga- 
nizations play by the same 
rules as all insurance compa- 
nies that serve the public. 



Making the managed care 
system work in the best pos- 
sible way for Kentucky should 
be the shared goal of provid- 
ers, state government and the 
MCOs themselves. We can 
achieve this goal by taking the 
right steps — right away.
